It is reported that Ex-General SHIMONURA, Sadarnu Is one of 
YOSHIDA • 8 brain trust led by Chief Cabinet Secretary OKAZAKI, 
Katsuo. 

Sx -General SHIMOMURA is from the same Eocht -ken as Premier 
YOSEIDA , and he was War Minister immediately after the War and 
has received appreciation from Gen, MacArthur for his completion 
of demobilization affairs successfully. 

Also reported that OKAZAKI formed ,f 6 men Committee” including 
Ex-General SHIMOMURA, Sadamu; Ex-Lt General TOTSUMI, Eiichi; Ex-' 
Reat Admiral YAMAMOTO, Yoshio; Ex-Lt General KOZTTKI, Yoshio; Ex- 
General IIMURA , Jo and Ex-Lt General MIYAZAKI, Shuichi, sometime 
in 1951 and asked them to select young Military Personnel to Join 
the National Police Reserve for reconstruction of Japan.
